R..E..Sir George L. Dodd stated that it was his sad duty 
to report the deaths of two of our older Past Grand Com- 
manders R..E.Sir Freeman C. Hersey and R..B..Sir Dana J. 
Flanders, who were held in high esteem throughout this 
Grand Jurisdiction and who contributed much to the ad- 
vancement of Templary by their love for our Order and the 
example set in their splendid Christian lives. He then called 
the Grand Commandery to attention and requested the 
report of the Committee on Necrology, Rey. Francis W. 
Gibbs, Grand Prelate, responding as follows: 


“Since last we met, two of our Worthy fraters who had 
served this Grand Commandery as Grand Commanders have 
passed to the Great Beyond. Both of these Sir Knights won 
for themselves places of honor among their fellowmen. By 
diligent service and faithful attention to duty; by upright 
living and firm faith in God and man, they developed that 
kind of character worthy of the reward, ‘‘Well done, Thou 
good and faithful servant.” 

We should be glad that such men gave to Templarism so 
much of their time and ability.

“Servant of God, well done! They serve God well 
Who serve his creatures; when the funeral bell 
Tolls for the dead, there’s nothing left of all 
That decks the scutcheon and the velvet pall 
Save this. The coronet is empty show; 

The strength and loveliness are hid below; 

The shifting wealth to others hath accrued; 
And learning cheers not the grave’s solitude; 
What’s done, is what remains! Ah, blessed they 
Who leave completed tasks of love to stay 

And answer mutely for them, being dead: 

Life was not purposeless, though Life be fled.”

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


E..Sir Ethelbert V. Grabill, Chairman of Juyisprudence 
Committee reported on amendments to By-laws as follows: 


_Winitam Parkman Commanpury No. 28: Amended Article 
VIII, repealing Section 3, Approved December 30, 1932. 


Wiuiiam Parkman ComMAnpvery, No. 28: Amendment to 
Article VIII, Section 6, authorizing Trustees full power to sell 
and dispose of any part of said trust property as they see fit. 
Disapproved December 30, 1932. 


Hoty Serutcure Commanpenry No.8: Amend Article IV, 
Section 3, Fees: Every accepted candidate shall pay to the 
Recorder before receiving the Order of the Red Cross, the 
sum of fifty ($50.00) dollars together with a sum sufficient to 
cover the cost of the prescribed uniform adopted by the 
Commandery. Every Knight Templar receiving the Orders 
in their Commandery shall become a member thereof upon 
signing the by-laws. Approved February 8, 1933. 


SprincrieLD Commanpery No. 6: Amend Article I, 
Section 2, second line, by striking out the word October and 
substituting the word June so that the Article shall read after 
amendment as follows: 

The officers of the Commandery shall be chosen annually 
at the stated Conclave in June, the Commander, Generalis- 
simo, ete. 

N) Also strike out the word “October” and substitute the word 
“June” in Article HI, Section 2, and amend all other Articles 
in Section 3, that conflict with same; simply substitute the 
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word “June” for “October.” Approved March 14, 1933. By 
vote this report was received, approved and ordered to be 
made part of the records.

Report of Committee appointed at the Annual Conclave 
of Grand Commandery to study and report at the Semi- 
Annual Conclave in May, 1933, on the advisability in a 
change of the payment of $1.50 for every member under 
Article XL, See. 2, of the Grand Constitution:

Committee and Trustees who have had it in charge. 

The Committee reports as follows: The igncshonal Hund 
was constituted by the Grand Encampment, an Bye re- 
quirements were made an obligation of each Gran Con 
mandery to the Grand Encampment, certain payments being 
required from each Grand Commandery at a rate determined 
by the number of Sir Knights in its jurisdiction. Each 
Grand Commandery was left to determine how it should 
procure the funds to send to the Grand Encampment. 


In 1922 a Committee made a report to the Annual Conclave 
of this Grand Commandery, ‘That: the annual dues of the 
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Subordinate Commanderies be increased to one dollar and 
fifty cents ($1.50) per capita instead of fifty cents (50c).”” 
The manner in which the same should be raised by the Subordi- 


nate Commanderies to be left to their own judgment; a 


recommendation being made, however, that a separate 
assessment by each Commandery would be advisable so that 
each member of every Commandery, including life members, 
would be a contributor to the movement. The Proceedings 
of the Annual Conclave of that year contained no record of 
the adoption of the Committee’s recommendations, but a 
general order No. 2, dated November 22, 1922, of the Grand 
Commander quoted the report in full and bore the attestation 
of the Grand Recorder to the effect that 


“This report was unanimously approved and adopted— 
at the Annual Conclave October 31, 1922.” 


‘In accordance with this action, by the Grand Commandery 
annual dues at that time were fixed and collected on the basis 
of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per capita. 


At the Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery in 1927 
the present Revised Constitution and Regulations were 
adopted, including Article XII, Sec. 2, of the Constitution, 
which, so far as now material, reads as follows: 


“Every subordinate Commandery—shall pay to this 
Grand Commandery one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) 
for every member returned.” 


This provision, therefore, becomes a part of the Grand 
Constitution, which now only can be amended, according to 
Article XVI, 


“by a two-thirds vote of the members present at any 
Conclave notice of such alteration or amendment having 
been presented in writing at a previous Conclave and 
printed in the call for the Conclave at which action is 
to be taken.” 


A change, therefore, in the amount of one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50) per member so required to be paid by each 
Commandery to the Grand Commandery can be brought 
about only by an amendment acted upon as above required. 


At the same Annual Conclave (1927) the Regulations of the 
Grand Commandery were changed to include provisions 
respecting the Educational Fund in Article IV of the Regula- 
tions. Sec. 1 of that Article reads as follows: 


mune? Educational Fund shall consist of all moneys 
constituting said Fund at the adoption of this Regulation, 
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all moneys which have been, or shall be returned by the 
Grand Encampment, together with all moneys which 
shall be specifically allocated to said Fund from any 
source, together with all interest thereon; said Fund to 
be administered under rules and regulations of this 
Crand Commandery.” 


According to Article VI, the Regulations may be altered or 
amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present at any 
Conclave of this Grand Commandery. 


By action of the Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encamp- 
ment in June, 1931, it was enacted that the per, capita assess- 
ment one dollar ($1.00) per member for educational purp s 
be discontinued “when nine full assessments, including those 
already paid, shall be fully paid; provided that nothing in 
these resolutions shall prevent a Grand Commandery from 
augmenting its loan fund by assessment or otherwise;”’ and 
that the amount of the revolving fund shall be and was 
thereby fixed “at an.amount equal to nine times the member- 
ship of each particular jurisdiction at the time the ninth 
assessment’? becomes “due and payable;” and that there- 
fore it should be maintained at an amount equal to nine dollars 
($9.00) per capita upon the membership of each Grand Juris- 
diction. 


Applying these requirements of the Grand Encampment 
to our own Grand Commandery it appears that under resolu- 
tions and rulings of the Grand Encampment our Educational 
Fund must be maintained at nine times the membership of 
this Grand Commandery as it: existed in 1932, namely, nine 
times 24,321 or $218,889.00. From reports given to your 
Committee, by our Trustees of the Educational Foundation, 
it appeared that the capital of the Fund is at the present 
somewhere around $10,000.00 below that requirement. 


_ The Committee is of the opinion that the purposes and 
accomplishments of the Educational Foundation are distinctly 
noble and praiseworthy, that its administration in this juris- 
diction is beyond criticism, and that it should have the hearty 
support of every Sir Knight. 

The Committee foresees that presently it is not going to be 
necessary for each Commandery to pay to the Grand Com- 
mandery a sum equal to $1.00 per member for the support of 
the Educational Foundation. Just what amount will be 
needed this year or next year or any year after for the pur- 
poses of the Educational Foundation in order to maintain 
its capital at the amount required by the Grand Encampment, 
cannot now definitely be determined upon the data at hand. 
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Moreover, it is not possible with the data at hand to know 
exactly how much of the $1.50 per member now required to 
be paid to the Grand Commandery by each Commandery 
under Sec. 2, of Article XII, of the Grand Constitution is 
going to be needed for the annual expenses of the Grand 
Commandery outside of the Educational Fund; nor can that 
amount definitely be determined for all time at any time. 

The Committee is tentatively of the opinion that the amount 
of the per capita tax to be paid by each Commandery to the 
Grand Commandery should be adjusted year by year upon 
recommendations of a Budget Committee reporting to the 
Annual Conclave, based on data then at hand as to the 
ensuing year; but they report that to accomplish this change 
an amendment to the Constitution is necessary, and that 
there are not at present sufficient data at hand for the Com- 
mittee to make a detailed recommendation looking toward 
an amendment to the Constitution to that effect, nor to make 
a definite recommendation as to an amendment changing the 
amount to be paid under Article XII, of the Constitution. 
They therefore recommend that this report of the Committee 
be considered as a report of progress and that the Com- 
mittee be continued for further investigation of the matter 
and for a report at the next Annual Conclave to be held on 
October 24, 1938, with further recommendations on the 
subject.

Section 2, of Article XII, of the Constitution of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island K. T., in: 
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the last line on page 165 strike out three words ‘one dollar 
and,’’ making the section as amended to read as follows: 


“See. 2 Every subordinate Commandery shall make an- 
nually to the Grand Recorder on or before the first day of 
September, a return of the roll of its officers and members and 
of all candidates for the Orders accepted or rejected up to and 
including June thirtieth next preceding, and pay to this 
Grand Commandery five dollars for every Companion re- 
ceiving the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross and fifty cents 
for every member returned; and from this sum thus collected 
shall be paid the assessment of ten cents for every member 
levied by the Grand Encampment. A Commandery failing 
to make said annual return on the first day of September 
shall pay a penalty of twenty-five dollars.” Proposed by 
Henry C. Dexter, P.G.C. a 

This proposed amendment was received and ordered 
printed on the call for the Annual Conclave to be held Octo- 
ber 24, 1933.

Although dark clouds loomed upon the horizon I knew that 
the Sun would eventually break through and clear away the 
gloom, and I am happy to state that this has proven to be the 
ease. While our losses have been heavy our Order has been 
strengthened by an apparent closer relationship among our 
fraters and an awakened sense of our duty to the World at 
large. 

The Angel of Death regularly takes her toll and no excep- 
tion has been made with us. A record has been made in each 
case of our departed and beloved fraters among whom are 
M.:.E..Grand Master Harry Clay Walker, who died November 
2, 1932; three of our own Past Grand Commanders, namely,

We will now give our attention to the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Necrology, E..Sir and Rev. Francis W. Gibbs. 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Eminent Sir Knights: 


While it is true that “We cannot be too often reminded that 
man is born to die,” it is also true that such a fact may over- 
whelm the mind and darken each day’s task unless there be 
some message such as faith will bring, to cheer us on our way. 

It is gratifying to know that the Sir Knights of the Order 
of the Temple ever keep alight the lamp of faith in the eternal 
purpose of God. When they go forth to conquer, it is then they 
put on the shield of faith as a protection against the weakn 
of fear and doubt. Upon their banner is the cross of Christ 
typifying service, sacrifice and immortal life. In their minds 
and hearts are enshrined the ideals and hopes of true Knights 
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who may wear the “whole armour of God” that they may be 
able to stand against the wickedness and temptation which so 
easily despoil nobleness of character. 

It is well that at this hour we give tribute to the Sir Knights 
who have sallied forth to the gates of immortal life. While our 
sympathies go out to those who mourn for their loved ones, we 
would comfort and encourage them by the faith that is ours 
and by the assurance that we loved them and found in their 
companionship a joy that outlasts earth’s time. We, too, 
sorrow at the parting but as those whose faith compels us to 
trust, 

“That good shall fall 


At last—far off—at last to all, ae 
And every winter shall change to spring.”” 


From our own ranks, many who have won a large place in 
the hearts of all Sir Knights have left us to carry on. It is for 
us to remember their virtues, their fidelity and their courage 
as those who have “fought the good fight of faith.”” The list 
of absent ones from our own and other jurisdictions is long. 
Among the number are those who won high place in the love 
and esteem of every Sir Knight throughout the world. It is a 
strange and sad experience that while mourning one leader, 
we should be called upon to mourn his successor who promised 
well to complete the service of leadership. Sir Perry Winslow 
Weidner, M.:.E...Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, 
was elected June 25, 1931, and died August 16, 1932. Sir 
Harry Clay Walker succeeded on August 16, 1932, and died 
November 2, 1932. 

“Ah, blessed they 
Who leave completed tasks of love to stay 


And answer mutely for them, being dead: 
Life was not purposeless, though Life be fled.” 


From our own Grand Commandery we have been spared a 
break in the line of active officers, but three of our Past Grand 
Commanders have left us.

_ Tt is not out of place to recall what other men have believed 
in regard to the change we call death. ‘‘When I go down to 
the grave,” says Victor Hugo, “I can say like many others, ‘I 
have finished my day’s work,’ but I cannot say ‘T have finished 
my life.’ My day’s work will begin the next morning. The 
tomb is not a blind alley. It is an open thoroughfare. It 
closes in the twilight to open with the dawn.” 

Encouraged by the strength that is the portion of every 
earnest Sir Knight, we press forward to complete our day’s 
work feeling that, 


“We know not what the future hath— 
Of marvel or surprise 
Assured alone that life and death 
God’s mercy underlies.” 


We bow in reverence and loving memory of our Fraters 
whom we have known but to love and who have led the way to 
eternal life.

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DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


_ Careful consideration and study of this important subject 
is needed; the total this year is unusually large, namely,— 
Demissions 547, Suspensions 443, or a total of 990. Not alone 
in our own but throughout all sister jurisdictions the per- 
centage of losses from these causes is high. ‘What are the 
reasons?” is the question which has not as yet been definitely 
answered, 

In our own jurisdiction I feel confident that the Officers and 
the Hospitaler Committees of the various Commanderies can . 
by contacting the membership do most valuable work and go 
a long way towards finding the answer to this serious question. 


PER CAPITA TAX AND EDUCATIONAL 


In his annual address last October, R.-.E.-.Sir Downing 
called attention to the fact that the Constitution of this Grand 
Commandery provided for a payment of $1.50 per member 
and if the Educational assessment was to be discontinued it 
would be necessary tq amend the Grand Constitution and 
recommended the appointment of a Committee to consider 
this question. 

Shortly after my installation I appointed such a Committee 
and at the Semi-Annual Conclave in May this Committee re- 
quested further time which was granted. dae =22 

Being firmly convinced that the Educational Foundation is 
worthy of the whole-hearted support of every Knight Templar 
and is the outstanding accomplishment of our Order, I have 
given much thought as to the ways and means by which this 
Foundation may be properly maintained. 

Ever since its inception it has been understood that $1.00 
of the tax of $1.50 paid by each member belonged to this fund 
and 10 yearly payments of $1.00 per member have been made. 
While the Grand Encampment no longer demands the $1.00 
assessment they require the Grand Commanderies to maintain 
the fund at an amount equal to nine times their membership. 
As shown in the 1931 returns, our membership was 24,321, 
calling for a fund of $218,889. Deducting the $1.00 from the 
Per Capita Tax, leaves 50 cents; of this 10 cents has to be paid 
to the Grand. Encampment, leaving a balance of only 40 cents 
per member for the Grand Commandery Budget of expendi- 
tures. It is most difficult to properly function on this amount. 

This year the per capita tax of $1.50 has been assessed and 
the amount collected is available for the coming year. 

Conditions are such that in fairness to all interests I trust 
that this amount may be apportioned so that the Budget of 
expenditures for the coming year may be sufficient to properly 
maintain our high standing, allow the Educational Fund the

amount needed to hold it up to the Grand Encampment re- 
quirements and also provide a sum sufficient to allow this 
Grand Commandery to be properly represented at the Trien- 
nial Conclave of the Grand Encampment which will be held 
in San Francisco next July.

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ADDRESSES OF GUESTS 
M. P. Metvin M. Jonnson 


Grand Commander Dopp: Sir Knights, at this time I am 
going to ask Most Puissant Melvin M. Johnson, Sovereign 
Grand Commander of the Scottish Rite of the United States 
of America, Northern Jurisdiction, to say something to us, 
because I realize how busy he is and that his many engagements 
will force him to leave us shortly. I don’t want him to leave 
without our hearing something from him. (Applause.) 

Most Puissant Sovereign Grand Commander Jonnson: 
Right Eminent Grand Commander and Fraters of the Grand 
Commandery, I thank you very much indeed for this exceed- 
ingly cordial welcome. You have many duties to perform 
today, and so have I, As a matter of fact, I have scarcely got 
re-acquainted with Boston since being elevated to this position, 
because I have been obliged to be in Ottawa and twice in 
Washington, and am just getting ready to go on another trip 
this afternoon. So I shall not attempt to say anything to you, 
my brethren, except to convey one message that can be com- 
prehended in very few words. 

I feel it to be not only a privilege but a duty to come to you 
today and to say to you officially, what you already know, that 
the Scottish Rite ‘entertains feelings of the most cordial 
affection towards Templary, and we most sincerely hope for 
its success. We are co-ordinating bodies, working together, 
loving each other, and wanting each other to succeed. 

In these days of what we call depression, in these days when 
a great many of our members are speaking in regretful terms 
of our lost members, I must confess that I feel myself that 
what we are going through is not a serious and permanent 
detriment to the Masonic Fraternity in its various rites. Free 
Masonry went through a terrible struggle in the days of the 
anti-Masonic crusade, but it came out of that struggle purified. 
The men who went through those days loyally were the men 
who had the traditions of Free Masonry in their hearts, and at 
the sacrifice of many things—of friends, of money, of position, 
—they stood loyally by the fraternity; and when the fraternity 
emerged after those years of serious depression, it emerged 
purified and stronger than ever before. i 

Just so today, very few of those who are dropping out of our 
institution or any of its rites are really at heart truly loyal to 
the fraternity and to the rites in which they have participated. 

We are much in the position of the gold in the melting pot, 
filled with dross, but which, after it has gone through the 
furnace and is melted, loses its dross, and the pure gold remains, 
and from the melting pot comes something more worth while 
than that which was poured into it_before it was tried by fire.

Today we are being tried as in that melting pot. Tree 
Masonry will energe from it with a truer spirit, with a better 
outlook to the future, purified and stronger at heart than 
before we went through this trying time. 

That is my thought as we go through this trying period of 
depression, and in closing I wish to express to you the most 
warm fraternal feeling for Templary and the warmest hope 
of the Scottish Rite for its success. (Applause)

MOST WOR. CURTIS CHIPMAN 


Grand Commander Dopp: I take great pleasure in present- 
ing our Most Worshipful Grand Master. He is another one of 
those very busy men, and we greatly appreciate his coming 
here and remaining as long as he has. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master Curtis Cuipman: Right 
Eminent Grand Commander, and my Fraters. 

I am delighted at the opportunity of standing for a moment 
before my brethren of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and 
to say how happy we are to have the Annual Conclave held 
here in Massachusetts. Of course, I can scarcely bid you wel- 
come to your own home. In fact, I am a little amused at the 
thought of being so formally received where I have a right to 
be as a member of this Grand Commandery, in which member- 
ship I take the greatest delight and satisfaction. I am cer- 
tainly happy to see so many friendly faces, calling to my mind 
memories of happy hours spent in their company—to good 
advantage, asarule. (Laughter) It really delights me. This 
is the friendliest sort of gathering, and I like to feel that 
in Templarism, there radiates from the heart a spirit of 
co-operation and friendliness. 

I like to think that there are other things in Masonry besides 
serious programs and undertakings of a heavier sort, if I may 
use that expression. I like to think that there is always room 
in Masonry for friendliness and brotherhood. The instincts 
of hospitality are in every heart, and the spirit of friendliness is 
being encouraged in a marked degree in every department of 
our institution. But I think Templarism presents a particu- 
larly delightful medium for maintaining that friendliness of 
contact that is so desirable and so alluring to us all. 

Perhaps I should not say this as a member of my Com- 
mandery—and perhaps Eminent Sir Knight Pleschinger will 
permit me to expurgate this in the printed remarks that later 
will thrill you in the proceedings—but now that we are here, 
just in the family, I may say that I would rather be hospitable 
than to march well. (Laughter and applause) I think my own 
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Commandery exemplifies that spirit, both in excellent march- 
ing and in hospitality. So perhaps as that is the way I have 
been trained, it impresses me more deeply. But I find in 
Knight Templarism a great inspiration in the adventure of 
friendliness, and urge you to cultivate it. 

, I was very much interested in one comment of the Grand 
Commander, a comment altogether too brief and which I 
think might be enlarged upon considerably, because I am 
tremendously interested in it. He touched lightly upon it, but 
it is a very important subject and merits the serious considera- 
tion of us all. It was the suggestion regarding the counter- 
signing of checks against all funds. You are all interested in 
your lodges, as you should be, and naturally have great 
influence in determining the course of lodge activities, particu- 
larly in the matter of the safe preservation of its funds. Those 
of you who have visited Grand Lodge know how urgently I 
have emphasized the need of protecting the funds of our lodges 
against irregularities and even more serious things—actual 
embezzlement of its funds. T can imagine no more unfortunate 
thing than a brother brought to the verge of temptation by 
adversity and by the late depression—now so happily ended !— 
(laughter)—trusted by his brethren with money of the lodge, 
yet misappropriating its funds and depriving it of the oppor- 
tunity of rendering aid and perhaps sustenance to those even 
less fortunate than himself. In the Grand Lodge we regard 
very seriously this question of the embezzlement of funds. 
T think if you could sit with me at my desk where are poured 
all the troubles of the lodges in Massachusetts you would be 
deeply hurt and disappointed to think there were so many 
brethren whose actions were so unwarranted. It is a matter 
that causes us very serious concern and regret. 

There are other things than the countersigning of checks 
that I am urging for the protection of our funds. One of them 
is in relation to bonding. But even bonding does not fully 
cover the ground. Lodges very frequently are not protected 
for the entire amount of money in the hands of their financial 
officers so that sometimes there is not complete recovery when 
funds are taken. Also, bonding companies may set up the 
defence that a proper audit has not been made. I therefore urge 
that public accountants, members of our fraternity, be called 
upon for auditing work, which they should gladly undertake 
as a duty they owe to their lodges. 4 

The importance of this can hardly be over-emphasized. 
There are finance committees often composed of the first three 
officers of the lodge, any one of whom may be without ac- 
counting experience, perhaps being engaged in their daily 
activities or work that has nothing to do with figures. They 
may be mechanics, or may be engaged in the various trades, 
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or may be fishermen,—men in various lines who have no 
opportunity in their vocations to acquire such a knowledge 
of accounting as is necessary for the proper auditing of 
treasurers’ or trustees’ books. Therefore, it is important that 
someone with at least more than a casual acquaintance with 
figures should be employed for that purpose, experienced men 
in the fraternity who should be urged as a Masonic duty to 
undertake this work, if possible without charge. In addition 
to that, there should also be inaugurated the countersigning 
of checks, as the Grand Commander suggests in his admirable 
address, so as to permit the Master or one of the Wardens, 
if that is the set-up, to see what is going on. It is also an added 
protection for the Treasurer, when he draws the check, to 
send it with the bill to the Master, who has it last in his own 
hand previous to its actual mailing. There have been instances, 
I am sorry to say, where the Master has approved bills and 
sent them to the treasurer, and the treasurer has never paid 
them, so that when the treasurer has retired from office it has 
been discovered, perhaps two years afterwards, that these 
bills have not been paid but have accumulated against the 
lodge with no money in hand with which to pay them. 

It is an unfortunate thing that such words should have to 
be spoken, but in a body such as this, whose influence is so 
great and whose desire to protect the morals of the institution 
is so keen, it seems to me important that this matter should 
receive immediate attention. It is well that we should do what 
we can to protect our brethren against embezzlement and 
theft, so the words of your Grand Commander found a re- 
sponsive echo in my heart. I have, therefore, spoken freely so 
so that you may know what is in my heart, and not simply 
carry in your minds what may appear in the printed page, the 
truisms and random nothings of the ordinary addresses. 

Now, Right Eminent Grand Commander, permit me, in 
order that I may no longer interfere with the progress of your 
meeting, to thank you for your cordial welcome and that of 
the brethren, and to express the happiness I have found in 
being present today. It will be a happy memory that I shall 
carry away. (Applause) i i

Commander Dopp: I now take pleasure in presenting our 
Inspecting Officer and Personal Representative of the Acting 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the U. 8. A., 
Past Grand Commander Arthur L. Lee, of New York. 


Past Grand Commander Lee: Right Eminent Grand 
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Commander and Fraters, I cannot tell you how pleased I am 
to be permitted to visit your Grand Commandery as the 
Representative of the Acting Grand Master, and while it 
affords me this pleasure to be with so many of my friends, I 
am, as you know, “pinch hitting” for the Past Grand Com- 
mander who was assigned to make this visit, Right Eminent 
Commander Byron Lear, who is not unknown among you. 

1 am privileged toact as the Personal Representative of the 
Acting Grand Master Right Eminent Sir Andrew Davidson 
Agnew, that dignified, forceful, active Templar, to whom the 
great responsibilities of the Grand Encampment leadership 
have by the decree of death been prematurely handed. The 
untimely passing of those two outstanding Templars, Most 
Eminent Sirs Perry W. Weidner and Harry Clay Walker, the 
loss of these unusual leaders was one of the greatest losses 
Templary has ever had to experience. 

_ In sorrow and grief, the natural result of long years of asso- 
ciation with these two distinguished Templars, the Grand 
Master has entered upon his duties with a grim determination 
to carry on. By reason of his close association with these men 
and his long service and experience in the Grand Encampment, 
and because he is a born leader, we know he will serve us 
gloriously. His strong, forceful personality, possessing, as he 
does, a grace and charm that naturally attracts men to him, 
makes him unusually well fitted to take the helm that has 
been turned over to him by the Great Templar. The Grand 
Encampment is indeed fortunate to have a man of his type 
to guide and lead us through this trying period through which 
we are passing. . 

Such is the type of man I have the honor of representing 
here today. That this representation should be in this, the 
oldest Jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment, is an added 
honor and privilege. 

So I bring to you, Right Eminent Grand Commander Dodd, 
and to all of your Fraters the Knightly Greetings and felicita- 
tions of the Grand Master, who has charged me with the 
responsibility of transmitting to you his love and affectionate 
regard together with his abiding faith in your ability to cope 
intelligently with the situation confronting you. ; 

He particularly requested that I call to your attention what 
he considers of prime importance to Templary, especially in 
the days of his administration,—the first thing being the subject 
of leadership which has more to do with the future of Templary 
than anything else. He feels, as we all must realize, the abso- 
lute necessity of selecting the very best material for any official 
position in our Commanderies and in our Grand Commandery 
—to quote his exact words, “The welfare of the Order demands 
it. Mere chair warmers should not be in the official line.” 
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Never have we needed leaders in Templary as we do in these 
trying times. Not only in Templary, but in every walk of life, 
the leaders are the thinkers, the doers, the winners. 

The youth of our land are rising and crying for leaders, even 
the Communists are secking leaders. We need leaders who will 
lead us fearlessly, honestly, squarely and religiously in order 
to save us from the scourge of Communism, which will surely 
engulf us in a religious war, if they try to crush religion as they 
did in Russia. 

The religion on which our very freedom is based is rapidly 
being forgotten in the home, in the school, and in many places 
in the church, 

Russia is training its youth to turn atheist. All over our 
country the youth is restless, just waiting for leaders. In every 
revolution, especially recent ones, the youth have been the 
ring leaders, and those usually poorly equipped with reason 
and saneness have assumed the leadership. 

_ Oh, that we the Modern Templars, with our culture, educa- 
tion and Christian patriotism, might take this matter of leader- 
ship more seriously. We must not only furnish leaders for 
Templary, but those same men so well equipped should become 
the leaders in our national, social and educational life. We 
have nearly 450,000 Templars in the United States, outstand- 
ing men In every community, and the world looks to us for 
‘ead which this country needs so much at the present 
ime. 

If we as Templars can continue to produce leaders and 
builders for our own organization, then the modern Templar 
can go forward to greater heights in American life. 

_, Election to office should be a highly prized honor and unless 
it is, a weakness eventually develops in an organization that 
no organization can afford. The criterion must be “for the 
good of the Order.” Personal friendship and ambition without 
real qualification are not safe bases for selection. We must set 
our houses in order. Let us begin with our officers, for to them 
1s entrusted real responsibility that must not be accepted 
lightly or dispensed indifferently. The activity and interest 
on the part of our Sir Knights is only the reflection of the act 
of our leaders, 

Christ was the greatest leader of them all. His birthplace a 
lowly manger in a little obscure village of Bethlehem. The 
child of a peasant woman who with Joseph had been refused 
lodgings by the innkeeper, not so much because the inn was full 
as that the innkeeper catered to a class of travelers who were 
better dressed than were Mary and Joseph. In fact, the inn- 
keeper felt that the couple who had traveled on a donkey for 
several days over the hills and plains from Nazareth to 
Jerusalem in order to pay their taxes were too poorly clad and

not the type he wished to have patronize his inn. Little did he 
dream that in turning away Joseph and Mary on that memo- 
rable day he had refused to house the Father and Mother of 
the “Babe” who as the Christ was the greatest leader ever 
known. Working as a carpenter with Joseph until He was 
thirty, He became an itinerant preacher, preaching to His 
brethren. He was not an educated man as one might think, 
never went to college. He never wrote a book, was not a leader 
in the sense of holding office, having never held one. Jesus 
never owned a home, never was in a large city, and did not 
travel two hundred miles from his birthplace. His life work 
was in teaching His beautiful thoughts and simple lessons 
among the hills. When He started to preach His doctrine He 
came before the populace, with no credentials, nothing to 
prove He was a superior man. He had followers because of 
His inspiring messages. We as Templars reverence the name 
of this great Leader, His birthday, and our Orders the founda- 
tion of which we take from His birth, life, death and resurrec- 
tion. At His death His teachings were carried on and on, and 
became the foundation of the Christian church. Leaders from 
time to time carried those teachings to every corner of the 
globe. He looked for leaders in the days of old, we are looking 
for leaders today, leaders who can inspire men to greater aims, 
to teach, act and live Templary. Leaders who are not ashamed 
to wear the cross of Templary and all it stands for, leaders who 
do not put self above all things else, and who can and will lead. 


The second phase of the Grand Master’s message has to do 
with Bulletin No. 2 which deals with the appalling loss_of 
membership within our order. In that Bulletin he deals with 
the subject of suspension for non-payment of dues, the yearly 
total of which are tremendous. It is indeed evident that we 
must stop these ever-increasing losses that seriously threaten 
our future strength if not, in time, our right to an existence. 
The Grand Master feels that by our present attitude and 
treatment of these Knights whose dues are delinquent our 
future strength will be determined. He very properly counsels 
that by wholesale suspensions we are bound to drive from our 
ranks countless numbers that are worthy of being retained, 
that the subject now exceeds more than a financial aspect, our 
integrity and sincerity of purpose as Templars becomes 
seriously involved. 

There are, as we well know, many of our most loyal and 
energetic Knights who for years have given their Commandery 
splendid service who, though never holding office, have been 
the very backbone of our Order, loyal supporters to one 


Commander after another. 
To these faithful followers of the Temple Banner does the 
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Order owe much at a time when charity and hospitality, a 
charity that means love before it means anything else and a 
hospitality of high order at a time when these two character- 
istics are so much needed, we must not fail. 

Many now need our defence and protection; right now in 
every state there is an opportunity to prove the sincerity of 
our intentions in a way that pride and self respect shall not be 
injured. The morale of the Order of the future will be a stern 
reflection of our actions of today. 

I could not leave you without a thought from my “Build 
Within” Campaign,—just this. It is time that we took an 
inventory of ourselves to see how far we have wandered away 
from those simple truths taught us at our mother’s knee. 
Have we forgotten the little prayers she taught. Have we 
forgotten the road she taught us to travel. Will not our stock- 
taking show us that we need a careful and severe checking up? 

Here in the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, in the very cradle of Templary in America, you 
should uphold that birthright that gave Templary to the 
United States. You occupy a unique position. From the 
confines of this great Masonic state you have scen the flag of 
our country and the banners of our Order placed side by side 
in every State of the Union. It therefore should be your proud 
duty to see that the banners of our Order and the flag of our 
country are held high in these serious times, that both may 
wave gloriously and triumphantly, symbolizing the inseparable 
relationship of Christian doctrines and true democracy.

The records and vouchers of the Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Recorder, and Board of Trustees of the Education Foundation 
have been examined and the securities held by the Trustees of 
the Grand Fund checked by a certified public accountant, Sir 
Knight T. Rutherford Edwards, and found correct. 

In accordance with the usual practice, it is recommended 
that the unexpended balance of income of the Grand Fund be 
transferred to the General Fund.

Their satisfaction springs from having been enabled, 
through the generosity of the Sir Knights of this jurisdiction, to 
help one hundred nine fine ambitious boys and girls to carry 
on towards their goal. Their inquietude comes from their 
inability to recognize the worth and need of many other fine 
young people, perhaps equally ambitious, equally worthy,

The Trustees content themselves in this report by briefly 
testifying to their continued belief in the need, the merit and 
the worth of this educational activity of the Knights Templars 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island; to their conviction that in 
no other way does this Honorable Fraternity better serve the 
community, the State and the nation; to their pride in being 
members of a body doing so noble a work; and to their satis- 
faction in being permitted to have an active part in its ad-

To the Trustees, Knights Templars Educational Foundation of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


It is with a deep sense of the increasing value of the service 
rendered by the Foundation that I make my annual report. It 
is gratifying to know that during our years of service we have 
helped 739 young people to secure a broader education. In thus 
helping these students 1,283 loans have been granted to aid in 
financing their college course. 

It is gratifying also to know that our Sir Knights of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island have done their part in a great 
national movement which has thus served between fifteen and 
twenty thousand young people during the last ten years. 
Truly, when each Sir Knight who has contributed to make this 
service possible considers the far-reaching effects of his small 
contribution, he must indeed feel that the enterprise is well 
worthwhile. 

It is a matter of sincere regret that all of our Sir Knights do 
not know about this work, both from the point of its operation 
and from that of its service to youth. Figures and amounts of 
money are interesting and often they tell the exact condition of 
affairs, but they do not tell the story of the value of the help, 
the encouragement and confidence shown to the struggling 
student seeking a fulfillment of his ideals through education. 
One of our beneficiaries in making his final payment writes: 

“Tt is certain that without the money and the goodwill 
offered by your organization my problems would have been 

a great deal more difficult. My position today I owe to the 

Foundation’s generosity. To say that I am still indebted 

to it, both physically and morally, is trite and inadequate.” 
This student received his B.S. from Tufts, Ph.D. from Harvard 
and was delegated by Harvard to make two expeditions to 
Central America for the benefit of the Peabody Museum. 

Another student received the Commonwealth Scholarship 
for a four year course in advanced study in the field of medicine. 
Another received the Sheldon Travelling Fellowship from Har- 
vard, which means two years abroad with all expenses paid.

Among many other cases, we have an assistant road engi- 
neer in New Hampshire; 
tion Fellowship which carried fifteen months’ study in Europe 
and he is now an instructor in the College of William and Mary; 
a dietitian in a wealthy New York Club, who writes: 

“T know you appreciate how much your confidence in me 
and your ¢ ance have meant tome. Unfortunately there 
is no adequate measure of the true extent of this type of 
assistance which you are giving young people.” 

We also have the daughter of a one-time prominent Mason and 
Knight Templar, who, upon graduation, received a call to be- 
come assistant supervisor in welfare work in one of our large 
cities. She has developed into a most interesting young woman 
with much promise. aac 

Our beneficiaries ‘have found location from California to 
Maine, two in France, one in Belgium, one in Bermuda, one in 
Porto Rico and one in Panama. The extent of our service 
seems to be unlimited and it should be made known to every 
Knight in the jurisdiction in as much detail as possible, that 
each may know how much his contribution has done. 

The money loaned has been a valuable help, but as one 
student writes: 

“The loan reassured me and contributed largely toward 
self-confidence, for to find that the Knights Templars pee 
willing to take my potential earning capacity as entire 
security, as far as the matter of repayment was concerned, 
made me feel that I might amount to something after all. 
Many who have been less fortunate in securing prominent 

places in the world’s work are equally grateful for the service 
rendered and are equally emphatic in their praise for the spirit 
in which it was given. 

It is interesting and encouraging to note t k : 
of students who are delinquent in their payments, each Gra 
ing their promise to pay as soon as possible and each te metry 
the benefits derived from the encouragement and goodwi 
shown by the foundation at the time when the loan was granted.

Secretary Walker of the New York Educational La 
in his last report to the Grand Commandery has well said: i e 
are going to live to see the day when this Grand C ommanc oe 
this Grand jurisdiction, will not collect a dollar assessment; 
they will thank God they can pay a five dollar assessment for 
the Educational Loan Fund.” : ’ : 

It should be remembered to a point of emphasis that the 
Edueational Foundation is not a charity. It isa philanthropic 
service rendered with a charitable spirit which is in keeping 
with the spirit of Templarism. Once we make a loan, it is our 
endeavor to enlarge upon the idea that the Knights Templars 
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render the service with the expectation that the friendship 
thus established will be continued through the years and that 
the trust thus imposed will not be betrayed. To this end, all 
contacts are made feeling that it is the privilege and duty of 
Knights Templars to foster such relationships with the growing 
generation. 


To wHom Loans ARE GRANTED 


There is such a widespread misunderstanding among our 
Fraters in this regard that attention should be called to the 
rules governing the action of the Trustees. From the inception 
of the und, it has been the idea of the Grand Encampinent 
that loans be made only to students in the Junior and Senior 
classes of college, supposedly in the College of Liberal Arts, and 
in recognition of a student’s struggle to self support during the 
first two years. Discretionary power was, however, granted 
each Grand Commandery and, acting under this, the Trustees 
of our Fund felt it wise to help students in the Sophomore 
class. This was done for several years, until it became evident 
that the number of applications from Sophomores was increas- 
ing so rapidly that there was danger that the upper nen 
would be deprived of aid and there was always the question of 
a student relying too much on such assistance from outside 
sources. It was decided that loans should be made only to 
Juniors and Seniors, which is now the rule governing loans and 
is the rule generally in every other jurisdiction in the country. 

Section 4 (B) of the Regulations of our Grand Commandery 
reads: ‘‘No discrimination in the award of loans shall be based 
primarily or fundamentally upon birth, color, sex, religion or 
fraternal connection.”” This has always been observed by the 
Trustees but the experience of years has convinced them that a 
preference might well be given to applicants who are children 
of Knights Templars or Master Masons. In many of our sister 
jurisdictions loans are granted only to children of Knights 
Templars or granted only on condition that the applicant is 
sponsored and presented by a Sir Knight. 

Under this head, it might be well to call attention to a recom- 
mendation made by the late Grand Master of the Grand En- 
sampment, Perry W. Weidner, that loans be not granted to 
students attending institutions of learning whose teachings are 
contrary to the teachings of the Christian Religion, or whose 
teachings tend to undermine the Constitution of the United 
States Government. Understanding that this deserves careful 
consideration, it is a very difficult question to answer. We have 
no direct information that any institution teaches its students 
to disregard the Christian Religion or the Constitution of the 
United States and we have no evidence of youth being led to 
deny or disregard either by the opinions of any radical in- 
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structor. Our Trustees give careful consideration to the type 
of Institution where students attend and grant no loans where 
there is any question that the Institution is not approved by 
the State wherein located. 


CONCERNING APPLICATIONS 

It seems almost unnecessary to say that we have no choice 
or way of knowing what part of the jurisdiction applications 
may come from, but there seems to be a feeling that some dis- 
tricts are favored more than others. This, of course, cannot be 
governed and it is not true that one section is more favored - 
than another, 

It should be remembered that after an application is re- 
ceived, it is only the beginning of a long and thorough investi- 
gation of the character of the student, his standing in college 
and a recommendation from the Commandery governing the 
jurisdiction where the applicant may reside. There is also in- 
vestigation of the standing of the college, provided it is an 
unlisted institution. There is much care taken by the Trustees 
to weigh every bit of evidence in regard to each case and all 
papers of each case are submitted to them for reaction from 
separate members of the Board. 5 ‘ . 

Once the application is approved, the student is advised of 
the action and a promissory note is prepared and sent for his 
signature. When the money is sent, it isin the form of a ware 
rant payable jointly to the student and the college and is sent 
to the Dean of the college to insure the part payment of such 
charges as the institution may make for the student. Only one- 
half the amount approved is forwarded for the first semester, 
the balance being sent at the beginning of the second semester. 
This is done as a matter of protection for the Fund and the 
student. i 

Sxperience has taught us that the only safe way to secure t ne 
necessary application blanks is for the applicant to request 
same, either by correspondence or by calling at our office in 
person. In this way it is quickly determined whether or not 
the applicant is eligible to receive the papers and there is no 
question as to where the application came from. s 

To review the applications with seven to fifteen letters at- 
tached to each one, is no small task but this is done each year 
by each member of the Trustees in a most thorough and con- 
scientious manner. 

After loans are granted, there is follow-up correspondence 
with both the student and college, to encourage the one and 
receive reports from the other. At the time of graduation a 
letter is sent to each student by way of congratulation and 
seeking information as to possible new address. It can readily 
be seen that all of these acts require a vast amount of detail 
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work aside from all bookkeeping for each separate student. 
The matter of preparing for and making collection of each loan, 
stretching out over a period of from three to five years, is such 
that it requires constant attention but brings reward in friend- 
ships made as well as payments received. A careful file of each 
case is kept and frequent reference is made to keep alive the 
history of each individual. There is always the human element 
to be dealt with and often it becomes a delicate matter to keep 
friendship while insisting that the contracts made by the 
student borrower, be lived up to and the obligation met as 
agreed. 


FINANCIAL 

From a banker’s viewpoint the Educational Ioundation as a 
revolving fund may not be considered as a roaring success. 
During eight of the years of operation there has been no profit 
to cover either expense or the loss occasioned by non-payment 
of loans. No interest has been charged to the student. No part 
of any assessment has been invested in other than student loans. 
All expenses must be borne by the Fund. There is now a large 
delinquent list on which payment is doubtful. All this may 
militate against the Fund. It should be understood, however, 
that this is not a banking proposition and that from the be- 
ginning of its operation the Trustees have considered the loans 
as a matter of service rendered by the Knights Templars 
‘whose deeds of charity and pure beneficence have spread their 
fame both far and wide.” 

“We feel that the Grand Encampment can build no greater 
monument nor inaugurate a more worthwhile movement than 
to put into effect a plan which will provide educational advan- 
tages for the youth of our beloved country, thereby enabling 
them to become useful members of society and better citizens 
of the Republic.” So reads the recommendation of 1922 which 
resulted in the establishment of the Fund. Whether or not the 
Founder, Joseph Kyle Orr, looked into the future as to the 
results of such service as it would affect our Knight Templar 
body, it goes almost without saying that in every case in this 
jurisdiction where aid has been rendered, it has emplanted an 
indelible memory of a kind act by a body organized to show 
“charity and hospitality.” 

Not until last year was there any willingness to charge any 
interest on service rendered. At this time a plan was perfected 
whereby to meet the expense of operation a charge of 4 per cent 
would be made on each year’s balance, beginning the January 
after graduation. It is expected that if the Fund continues to 
operate on the present basis, in two years the Fund will be self- 
sustaining. 

It has been said “We are a Santa Claus in making loans and 
Shylocks in making collections.’’? Such, however, is not the 
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case. We do insist upon the repayment of loans because we 
believe in the absolute necessity of the borrower meeting his 
obligations and so learning the value of integrity and good 
credit. This we deem as much of a service to youth as aiding 
him in his student days. . 

_ During the past three years we have faced the unusual condi- 
tions prevailing everywhere and this has greatly reduced the 
return of monies loaned. In July we found that nearly 35 per 
cent of students graduating in 1930-31 and ’32 were either out 
of employment or were forced to assist the parents who had no 
income. We have kept in constant correspondence with every 
beneficiary and in every case the obligation has been recognized 
and promises to pay as soon as possible, have been renewed. 
So clearly do our borrowers understand their obligation that in 
many cases they pay one and two dollars as they can. So many 
interesting and pathetic situations are revealed by corre- 
spondence that it becomes necessary to recognize the real 
status of each case and continue to trust each and every one 
in a true Knightly spirit. 

In March, 1933, a special committee of the Trustees closely 
examined the accounts and found it necessary to recommend 
that some of the accounts be considered as doubtful of collec- 
tion. These accounts, originally 61 in number, are now reduced 
to 33, 28 having either made a payment or signed a new note 
renewing their obligation and accepting the transfer to 2 
monthly payment plan. These have been segregated and are 
kept on a doubtful account list. While not crossed off 2s loss, 
they represent a questionable value. Since that ws 
every case but three has been heard from and promises to pay 
have been renewed. They still remain, however, as of doubtful 
value and cannot well be counted an asset to the Fund. dl 

We now keep three separate account books: one representing 
student loans to be repaid on the yearly payment plan, one 
doubtful accounts and one representing student loans to be 
repaid on the monthly payment plan. To this last account are 
added all new loans, as no aid is given unless the student agrees 
to this method. 


Tuts Year’s Work : 

Applications began to come in for assistance for the Fall of 
1933 early in April. By July 15th, the date for closing the re- 
ception of applications, we had received 155 applications re- 
questing $43,110.00. It was evident that we could not help 
every case. Our supply of money from repayments was slow 
in coming in and because of the uncertainty of the amount to be 
received from the collection of assessments of this year, it was 
necessary to curtail our service. We were, therefore, obliged to 
set an amount as available for loans, governed by the cash in 
hand and an estimate of receipts. Last year there was set apart 
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$10,000.00 as a contingent reserve fund, which it was hoped 
might become a permanent reserve, to be used only in cases of 
extreme emergency, and from this it was thought we might 
draw a small amount this year if necessary. A meeting of the 
Trustees was called June 22nd to consider all the applications 
then in hand and it was found necessary in order to aid such 
students as had received previous aid, to use a large part of the 
money in hand. It was decided that this year we could grant 
loans only to such students as we had served and applicants 
who might be in the Senior class. Beyond this, it was also 
found necessary to limit the amounts to be loaned. All new 
applications from Juniors had to be rejected. Regretful as such 
a situation was, necessity forced the adoption of this rule as 
applying to this year only. 

Of the applications received, 111 were approved, two have 
been withdrawn by the students, leaving 109 as the number 
aided this year. 

I send with this a list of the Colleges where the students of 
this year attend; also the statistics covering these loans. 

My yearly balance and the report of the general condition of 
the Fund is submitted on a separate sheet. 

I wish to express my gratitude to the Trustees for their un- 
tiring service, their eminently just decisions in regard to the 
applications and the work of the office. 

I shall be glad to have any interested Sir Knight visit the 
office and examine the method of conducting the work.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


Pursuant to duties imposed upon us by Section 2 of Article 
VI of the Constitution of the Grand Commandery your Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence has performed the following duties: 

(1) We have examined proposals for amendments to by- 
laws of several constituent Commanderies referred to us from 
time to time by the Grand Commander. Of most of these we 
have approved; of some it was necessary for us to disapprove 
and this we did, attempting to make constructive suggestions 
as to what should be an appropriate amendment in place of 
those of which we disapproved. 

(2) We have had submitted to us a report of the Grand 
Commander with his recommendations and suggestions. 

Of the recommendation that all checks drawn by the Grand 
Commandery and by Subordinate Commanderies bear two 
signatures we approve. 

Of the suggestion that the constituent Commanderies amend 
their by-laws to bring their Annual Conclaves in the month of 
June we also approve, with the further suggestion that such 
Annual Conclave occur as early,in June as possible in order to 
avoid the inconvenience of hot weather, of conflict with other 
activities centering around their annual meetings, and of 
vacation periods which often begin in that month. We find 
on investigation that practically half of the Commanderies in 
this jurisdiction have so amended their by-laws. 

(3) Pursuant to said Section 2 of Article VI there also has 
been referred to this Committee an amendment proposed by 
the Semi-Annual Conclave to Section 2 of Article XII, in sub- 
stance nging the amount of the per capita tax from the 
sum of $1.50 to 50 cents. We emphatically disapprove of this 
amendment and for the following reasons: 

(a) Investigation through the Finance Committee and the 
Grand Officers and an intelligent perusal of the report of the 
Finance Committee already presented at this Annual Conclave 
show beyond a shadow of a doubt that the Grand Commandery 
cannot operate upon a per capita tax of 50 cents per member. 
By requirements of the Grand Encampment 10 cents of the 
per capita tax has to be paid by this Grand Commandery to 
the Grand Encampment. This amendment would leave but 
40 cents for the Grand Commandery to use in performing its 
functions,—a task impossible of achievement. 

In making this statement your Committee bears in mind that 
the requirements for the Educational Fund, which formerly 
were $1.00 per member, no longer equal that sum, and also 
that before the Educational rund was instituted the per capita 
tax was 50 cents per member. However, there still are and 
still will be payments necessarily made from the per capita 
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tax to the Educational Fund not only to meet the requirements 
placed upon us by the Grand Encampment Regulation as to 
the amount at which the capital of the fund should be main- 
tained, but also payments necessarily required to meet the 
expenses of the maintenance and operation of the Fund. In 
no sense, therefore, can 50 cents be considered an adequate 
amount for our per capita tax 

(b) Moreover, as already has been disclosed, the subject of 
the amount of the per capita tax has been fully and thoroughly 
considered by an adequate Committee who have today filed 
their report. That report has not yet been referred to this 
committee, so it is neither proper nor necessary here to report 
on that committee’s findings; but we earnestly urge either that 
the present proposal for a fixed amount of fifty cents as a per 
capita tax be now voted down by the Grand Commandery or 
that its consideration be postponed to be considered at the 
same time with the amendments proposed by the above named 
special committee; and that the recommendations in that 


, Committee’s report and the amendments proposed by them be 


given careful and earnest consideration.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 


Boston, Mass., October 24, 1933. 
To Grand Commandery: 


The Sixteenth Annual Report of the Inspector Instructor is 
an encouraging one considering the economic conditions pre- 
vailing during the year. No change in the scale of marking was 
made this past season but every reasonable consideration was 
given in the marking to allow for such unprecedented economic 
strain as may have been created in the constituent Com- 
manderies. 


For a short time during the distressing bank holiday the 
Marking Officers were instructed not to let the mere drop in 
attendance be the cause of any Commandery’s droppng down 
in its standards. The records indicate that this consideration 
was hardly necessary as the attendance was remarkably good 
during this trying period. 


The serious scarcity of candidates tended to develop to a 
much greater degree the social life of the fraters and in many 
cases resulted in a very marked improvement in the attendance 
and especially in the enthusiasm of the guards and officers. 


The greater amount of time which many Sir Knights had 
during the year due to the poor business conditions gave the 
energetic Commanders an opportunity to raise the general 
standard of their work as was evidenced by the fact that a 
dozen Commanderies this year successfully broke into the 
10—group. As the number gaining this distinction grows the 
interest increases in the remaining Commanderies usually 
found in the “9” classes. The competition “to place” in the 
highest group remains keen. 


On reviewing the table of records of the past season it will 
be noted that the 10— Commanderies are not confined to those 
of the largest membership or to communities of the largest 
population. The efficiency depends more upon the degree of 
leadership at the head of the Commandery. 


While the total attendance at Inspections has dropped off 
approximately 1000 each year since the peak attendance of 
1931 as against the drop in total membership in the Order 
throughout the jurisdiction of the same amount, the reduction 
of points for attendance from ten to five has prevented a 
decrease in the average efficiency as reflected in the marks. 

The improvement in the economic situation will no doubt 
substantially improve the general conditions in Commandery 
circles but it is not contemplated, however, to make any change 
in the seale of markings for the coming season. It is hoped that 
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by another season we may all be in position to improve our 
system further and effect even greater efficiency. 


It is the belief that the system followed this past season of 
assigning a given section of the jurisdiction to a particular 
Marking Officer has resulted in more uniform grading and will 
be continued. 


Your Inspector Instructor highly commends the conscien- 
tious and impartial efforts of his assistants and recommends 
no changes of personnel in the department for the coming 
season.

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DISCUSSION OF REPORT OF 
PER CAPITA TAX COMMITTEE 


R..E.Sir Brices:— Right Eminent Grand Commander, 
before that committee started to work, we made a report to 
you at the semi-annual meeting, which occurred in May, and 
we told you then that we did not believe we were willing to 
recommend anything in particular to you. We told you that 
we wanted further time. The reason why we wanted further 
time was because conditions are changing fast in every line 
of endeavor in the United States and in the world at large. 
Things are changing, and changing in such a way that it 
seems as if even fundamentals were moving. 

It was, therefore, necessary, if we were to make a report 
that would be of any benefit, that the report should be care- 
fully considered, that the ideas which I will say are revolu- 
tionary in that report should be considered with the greatest 
care and acted upon with the greatest thought. 

We have in the last six months since that meeting given 
the most careful attention to the matter. We have brought 
in many people. We have asked every Commander of Knight 
Templars in this entire jurisdiction to come in and give us 
their ideas. We have asked the members of the Finance 
Committee individually to give us their help; we have asked 
the Educational Committee to come in and give us their help. 

We have had a divergence of opinion at different times in 
our own committee. But we have worked out something 
that is perhaps, I will say, revolutionary, although it seems 
to us to be the thing that, if we are to keep this Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island in the lead, 
should be adopted. We have the oldest Grand Commandery, 
we stood at the very threshold of Masonry in this country, 
and if we are to continue our leadership it is only right that 
fundamental things should be brought to the surface and 
given the stamp of approval, if they are right. If they are 
wrong, we don’t want that done. 

We have in the membership of our Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts the finest type of men that can be found in 
any body in the whole Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
the state of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations com- 
bined. I don’t care where you go, that will be found to be 
true. What we have is good, strong, American citizenship. 
We have not got a lot of atheists; we have Christians, Christian 
gentlemen, and if Christian gentlemen cannot work a thing 
out satisfactorily, I don’t know who can. 

We are glad to propose these ideas to you, and we are glad 
to let the decision rest with you after careful consideration. 
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We do not want your snap judgment; we are not asking for it. 
We are not even asking for a vote from you today. But we 
are asking that you consider the thing, and consider it carefully. 
We have had the advantage of having with us 2 man who 
is the Recorder of Decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. That gentlemen has 
written the report of this committee, and he has written a 
report with which I think you will be pleased. I am going 
to ask him to read it. It is only right that he should read it. 
He wrote it. The ideas in it, many of them, are his, and I 
want you to recognize the ability of this man in producing 
this report and in producing many of the ideas brought to- 
gether by the committee. . 
I am going to present to you at this moment Eminent Sir 
Ethelbert V. Grabill, a member of our committee, and the 
man who wrote that report. (Applause) ' 
Grand Commander Dopp: Before calling on Eminent Sir 
Grabill, I would suggest that further consideration of this 
matter be postponed until we have had dinner. It is now 
quarter of one, and we have had a long session. Dinner will 
he served at one o’clock.

Grand Commander Dopp: Sir Knights, the name of 
V. E. Sir William S. Hamilton has been placed in nomina- 
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tion for the office of Grand Commander, and the nomination 
has been seconded, Are there any other nominations? (No 
response) Hearing none, I declare the nominations closed. 

R..E.Sir Prank L. Nacre moved that the Grand Recorder 
be instructed to east one ballot for Eminent Sir William S. 
Hamilton as Grand Commander for the ensuing year. The 
motion was seconded and carried and Eminent Sir William $. 
Hamilton was declared duly elected.

REPORT OF PER CAPITA TAX COMMITTEE 


Inminent Sir Grapitu: Right Eminent Sir, this is not the 
sole report of the person who reads it. It is a unanimous 
report. We are all of one mind. It just happened to be my 
duty as one of the members to write it out. Right Eminent 
Sir Briggs referred to a revolutionary suggestion in the report. 
It is revolutionary only in the sense that it contains a new idea 
in Masonic groups. Its fundamental principles are as old as 
constitutional government and as.municipal finance. I will 
read the report.

R..E.-.Sir Frederick H. Briggs was chosen Chairman. 

At the semi-annual conclave of the Grand Commandery 
last May the committee presented a report in writing which 
reviewed with detail the facts which led up to the adoption in 
1927 of the present constitutional provision requiring the

payment to the Grand Commandery by each Commandery 
f asum equal to $1.50 for each of its members, called attention 
o the fact that for various reasons and especially because of 
he Grand Encampment legislation respecting the Educational 
“oundation, the sum needed by the Grand Commandery 
-aried from year to year, and stated that they were tentatively 
f the opinion that the amount of the per capita tax to be 
aid by each Commandery to the Grand Commandery should 
be adjusted year by year upon recommendation of a budget 
cominittee reporting to the Annual Conclave, based on data 
nen at hand as to the ensuing year. 

They however felt that they wished further time for study, 
and therefore requested that their report be accepted as one 
of progress and that they be continued as a committee for a 
report at this Annual Conclave. They now present such 
report. 

The committee has held further mectings. Of one of them 
notice was given to all commandery councils, and it was 
attended by 39 fraters. Each individual present was re- 
quested to state his views. It was interesting to note that 
views expressed were almost entirely to the point that at 
present it is extremely difficult for the Commanderies to pay 
to the Grand Commandery a sum equal to $1.50 per member. 
There scemed almost a unanimity of opinion to the effect that 
the Educational Fund should be maintained in its full useful- 
ness; but many expressed the view that since its requirements 
were less, the per capita tax should be less. One frater ex- 
pressed the definite view that fifty cents was enough. The 
Grand Commander clearly demonstrated that at present the 
Grand Commandery expenses could not be paid with such a 
sum, 

It appears that the per capita tax for this year (1933) has 
been collected according to the constitutional requirement 
now in force. This committee is stoutly of the opinion, there- 
fore, that it is not within the province of its duty to make 
any recommendations whatever as to how the sum collected in 
accordance with the constitutional provision now in force shall 
be spent. Another committee of the Grand Commandery 
should make recommendations on that subject, and it is for 
the Grand Commandery to express its will by vote. 

The committee is strongly of the opinion that no fixed 
amount as a per capita tax ever should have been inserted in 
the Grand Constitution. 

A constitution is not intended to establish in detail a fixed 
and immutable course of conduct to control the body governed 
by its provisions. Quite the contrary: its function is to lay 
down in broad terms general courses of conduct which will 
fit varying needs and changing conditions as they arise without 
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the necessity of a constitutional amendment being often 
adopted to adapt it to such changes of needs and conditions. 

This is true of all constitutions; but it is particularly true 
as to this provision as to the per capita tax in our constitution. 
Observe some of the elements that do and may in the future, 
require—and in some instances require suddenly—a lowering 
or a raising of the amount of that tax: 

(1) Grand Encampment legislation requires only that the 
Hdueational Fund be maintained at a sum now nearly reached 
in our Grand Commandery. One dollar per member is not 
this year needed for that purpose. The amount needed for 
that purpose, admitted on every hand to be noble, in the 
future will vary from year to year. It would be silly to amend 
the constitution each year for such a purpose; and, on the 
other hand, it would not be right to collect more than is 
needed for that purpose and spend it for some other purpose. 

(2) Expenses for the Triennial Conclave vary according to 
where it is held. 

(3) Iven the ordinary expense of maintenance of the Grand 
Commandery Office varies according to the expense of travel 
and of materials and of labor. 

(4) We are coming to face the possibility of a serious 
fluctuation in the purchasing power of our unit of currency, 
the dollar. It is not beyond possibility that governmental 
agencies may so legislate that the dollar may be worth fifty 
cents or less. Such a result occurred in our history following 
the Civil War. The disaster as to the German mark is still 
fresh in our minds. Should we in such a case have to wait 
for a constitutional amendment to supply the needs of our 
Grand Commandery? Or should we then entirely close out 
our activities for a time by reason of the fact that we could not 
act within the provisions of a non-elastic constitution requiring 
exactly $1.50 of depreciated currency only as a per capita tax— 
or any other figure that at that time might be constitutional? 

There are other contingencies which experience immedi- 
ately will suggest that continually show the impracticability 
and impropriety of a non-elastic provision as to the per capita 
tax. 

This committee therefore recommends that the constitution 
be amended to provide that the amount of the per capita tax 
be fixed each year by the Finance Committee after a careful 
study and examination of all sources of information. . This 
method would give.a scientific and elastic method of providing 
enough but not too much for all Grand Commandery needs 
each year. : 

The committee therefore recommends the following amend- 
ments to the Constitution, which we hereby, under the provi- 
sions of Article XVI, Section 1, of the Constitution, present 
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in writing to be voted upon at the next Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery: 

1. To amend Article VI, Sec. 3, so as to read as follows: 

“See, 3. The Committee on Finance shall consist of the 
Grand Commander and Deputy Grand’ Commander, ex 
oficiis, and three members appointed by the Grand Com- 
mander. The duties of this committee are as follows: 

(a) To examine and certify to the correctne of the books 
and vouchers of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Re- 
corder, also the securities held by the Trustees of the 
Grand Fund and all other moneys and securities of the 
Grand Commandery. 

(b) To receive reports from officers and committees of the 
Grand Commandery and at stated meetings during the 
year to gather data for as accurate an estimate as possi- 
ble of the financial needs of the Grand Commandery for 
the next year. 

(c) Not later than May 1, of each year to fix the amount of 
the per capita tax to be assessed and collected under 
Art. XII, Sec. 2. 

(d) At the annual conclave following their appointment to 
make a report in detail and in budget form with recom- 
mendations as to what shall be the maximum expendi- 
tures for the next year. This report shall be considered 
and voted upon at such annual conclave; and no expen- 
ditures shall be made during the next year in excess of 
the items so voted. Nothing herein shall be deemed to 
limit or cireumscribe the rights and prerogatives given 
to the Grand Commander by the Constitution and 
Statutes of the Grand Encampment and the Constitu- 
tion of this Grand Commandery.” 

2. To amend Article XII, Sec. 2, by striking out in the 
eighth and ninth lines thereof the words “one dollar and fifty 
cents for every member returned” and substituting therefor 
the following :— 

“such sums as shall be fixed and assessed by the linance

“Every subordinate Commandery shall make annually to

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LEADERSHIP 


HUS far we are riding the ‘economic storm”’ splendidly 

and the strain is easing, but Templary cannot survive on 
momentum. It must meet new and possibly more difficult 
conditions, and these conditions will call for the most able 
and intelligent leadership possible to obtain in the individual 
Commandery. 

Frequently, Commahders, Recorders, and other officers 
feel that for modesty’s sake they should take no steps what- 
ever to influence the selection of their successors. If you 
have builded well for your Commandery in your year, why 
bend back the other way and take chances on your successor? 
Let us remember, Sir Knights, that too much democracy is as 
bad as not enough. It is not very popular to suggest that 
those of you who represent the leadership in your Com- 
manderies should control the election of its officers. I am 
not really making such a suggestion. But it is good organiza- 
tion, and it usually makes for a healthy Commandery, I 
have observed, when the leadership in a Commandery gives 
thought to, and even counsels upon, the selection of its 
officers. 

Most Commanderies have in them Sir Knights who would 
oppose such a suggestion because we all fear criticism. For 
that reason we sometimes hesitate to give any direction to 
the selection of our Commandery leadership and we proceed 
to let the advocate of pure democracy have his way, and as a 
consequence, sooner or later we start wondering what is 
wrong with our Commandery. 

We have observed that men who are otherwise well qualified 
to fill positions of leadership in Templary and the other bodies, 
fail in their responsibility because they do not have a back- 
ground of information and understanding of Masonry, with 
its philosophy, and what it really does for the individual. 
If I were selecting officers for a Commandery, I would measure 
first the interest in Masonry, broadly and generally speaking, 
of the individuals under consideration. 

All too frequently capable men escape the responsibility 
of executive leadership in Masonry, as well as the joy of this 
added service, on the grounds that they are ‘too busy’’. 
Most frequently the real cause is not that they are too busy 
but is due to a lack of interest. They belong to but do not 
know Masonry. 

If our membership then is properly educated in Masonry, 
a broader, deeper interest will naturally be stimulated. Under 
such a program the men we want subsequently for our officers 
are constantly being cultivated for those higher responsibilities.
